Putting aside the problems surrounding European racing at 
the moment for a moment, we can this week look forward 
eagerly and confidently to the start of the season when the 
Argentine Grand Prix gets underway this Sunday. 


The entry list for this, the first of 15 scheduled events in 
this year’s calendar, points to one of the very best seasons 
of Fi for a long time. With Jackie Stewart now retired there 
is a vacancy for somebody to fill—the title of the best driver 
in the world. The competition for this and the world cham- 
pionship this year will be very tough. 


In these days of very high cost it is gratifying to see new 
teams and constructors still coming into the Fl scene. Many 
people will be glad to hear that two major British teams will 
be reverting to British Racing Green colour schemes this 
year, although it must be admitted that none of them have 
employed British drivers. In fact on the driver front, Britain 
has only six representatives but in Mike Hailwood and James 
Hunt we have two potential world champions and of course, 
‘one exception, all the cars in Fl are built in Britain. 


The fact that more than half of the drivers entered in 
Argentina are capable of winning GPs indicates to a very 
close battle for the world championship and what better 
time than at present? If F1 can provide good close racing and 
produce an exciting championship, which all the signs point 
to, it can give motor racing a good image in the times when 
it needs a boost in the public eye. It is good to see that the 
sponsors have kept faith in a period when they could have 
justifiably felt nervous about the situation. If the season is 
as good as it promises to be and politics do not intervene, 
then their faith should be well rewarded. 


We hope that this year F1 is devoid of the tragedies which 
affected it last season. We have been told that circuit inspec- 
tions are being rigorously carried out and that the safety 
requirements have been brought up to standard. One thing 
motor racing does not need at this time are any debacles 
such as occurred at Zandvoort last year. We sincerely hope 
that those responsible for checking the safety standards of 
the circuits have done their job properly, and that F1 will 
provide the proper world wide window for the sport. 


The prospects in other forms of motor sport are looking 
equally bright, particularly after Stuart Turner’s encouraging 
speech at the Ford motor sport press conference last week. 
Although Ford are not competing in the rather controversial 
World Cup Rally, for sound enough reasons, their support 
in everything else seems to be as strong as ever. There are 
those pessimists who maintain that Ford's domination in 
certain parts of motor sport is damaging, but we believe that 
the opposite is true and that Ford show the way on many 
motor sport activities, thanks to their enthusiastic and active 
involvement.

Hesketh F1 tested

Even the bitter cold of Silver 
stone last Thursday couldn't 
deter the enthusiasm generated 
by the entire Hesketh Racing 
equipe, sadly sans Le patron 
himself, as they saw their brand 
new Ford-powered Formula 1 car 


run for the very first time, It 
was unfortunate for Lord 
Alexander Hesketh that he had 
been confined to bed with a bad 
cold for this was indeed an 
historic occasion. 

Designed by former March 


development engineer, Dr Harvey 
Postlethwaite, the new Hesketh 


at first glance bears a resem. 
blance to the Fl Shadow. 
although in many ways, Postle 


thwaite says that a lot of March 
influence has naturally rubbed off 
in various ways in the total 
concept of the new car. 

The monocoque is very narrow 
at the front and tapers outwards 
Aft of the front wheels to. the 
maximum permitted body width. 
This is to deflect the hot air from 
the front mounted radiator away 
and around the rear wheels. The 
nose is very. shallow for the 
entire monocoque being around 
four inches lower than the March. 
the intention of getting a smooth 
wedge shape Is" clearly evident 
in the designer's thinking 


The fuel and oll tank are all 
carried behind the driver and not 
in the sides for safety reasons.

Stanley attacks sponsors 


Louis Stanley, joint managing 
director of BRM, announced on 
Monday afternoon the full plans 
for his team in 1974. As predicted 
over the past few weeks the 
three-car team will consist of all 
French drivers, with Jean-Pierre 
Beltolse, Henri Pescarolo and 
Francois Migaule all contracted 
for one year. 

Explaining his choice of drivers 
Mr Stanley said: "Beltoise was 
fan obvious choice following last 
year’s performances while. Pes- 
Carolo was the quickest in testing. 
‘Of the other drivers we tested I 
think Francois Migault ‘s the best 
choice as he is hungry and full 
of enthusiasm. At Ricard recently 
hhe was as quick as Beltolse in a 
very short time. 

BRM will receive backing from 
Motul, the French ofl concern 
who have backed Rondel recently, 
and this will be as "a straight- 
forward engineering — exercise. 
‘They will have decals on the cars 
in the same way that Firestone 
‘and Champion do."* 

Before all the old school rush 
to put pen to paper about the 
British team having all-French 
drivers it must be pointed out 
that the. cars will be painted 
British Racing Green once more 
(the first time since 1970 when 
George Eaton ran his P153 In 
the national colours for part of 
the year). Commenting on this 
change Stanley said: “It’s like 
getting one’s self-respect back.” 
Was there a chance of having all: 
British drivers in what still is an 
all-British car? “It would give me 
very great pleasure to have 
British drivers but the car comes 
first, the drivers are expendable.” 

‘Stanley did say that he had 
been very impressed with Derek 
Bell in testing: "1 would very 
much like to. see him in the 
team; I consider him to be the 
‘most under-estimated driver who 
has driven in Fl recently—he's 
never had the right equipment. 
Tt was a toss-up between him and 
Migault for the third car but T 
hope we shall be able to give 
him a drive next year or maybe 
even this year. 

‘When asked about the wrang- 
lings with Niki Lauda over his 
contract Stanley refused to be 
drawn: “It's all” subjudice at 
the moment." Vern Schuppan, 
who was contracted to the team 
for the past two years but only 
had a couple of non-champlonship 
races, has not been retained. 

‘Stanley went on to say that 
this year BRM would become 
a. financially self-supporting 
organisation. “We have nine 
major commercial projects under 
way which will be announced 
during the year, and this will pay 
for the racing programme, the 
factory, and show a profit at the 
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end of the year. It is something 
T have been working at for the 
past two and a half years.” 

‘On the subject of commerci 
sponsors Stanley was particularly 
critical, “The whole concept of 
sponsorship must be revised. The 


sponsor has no right to dictate 
racing. tactics, racing personnel 
or politics. Sponsors’ wenches 


have no right to be in the pits 
Interfering with the people doing 

jeir jobs. Once they have the 
rs in their colours and their 
decals stuck on they should keep 
out of the way. How would a 
cigarette ‘company like it if a 
bunch of mechanics burst into 
the boardroom while they were 
discussing a new brand of fag? 
T also think it is tragic that 
national automobile clubs should 
be allowed to barter the name of 
their national Grand Prix to 
‘cigarette companies. 

Sit ls such a great pity that 
recognised teams should lose 
their identity because of money 
and. that the controlling bodies 
should be influenced by the 
cheque books of these commer- 
Clally-minded. people. If all. spon- 
sors dropped out it would be the 
best thing that could happen. We 
would stilt have PI; it would find 
its own level and’ drivers’ fees 
would be greatly reduced. The 
Sponsors Association projects 
itgelt like a glorified mural and 
they are so full of their own self 
Importance that they would refuse 
to. sign thelr own autograph 
books. | was responsible for the 
Introduction of outside sponsor 
ship (Yardley) and I regret it very 
much. I think more and more 
countries will ban the advertising 
of cigarettes on cars anyway, 30 
they must be on the way out. 

‘Was Stanley happy that BRM 
had no major sponsor ? 

‘Absolutely delighted with the 
situation.” Ifa» sponsor came 
‘along would he turn it down? 
“Ip would very much depend on 
who the sponsor was. They must 
not be allowed to control the 

race for enjoyment, it's 
not a 


commercial market place.” 

For the South American races 
BRM will enter three P160s with 
slightly modified engines but for 
the European season an entirely 
new car, designed by Mike 
Pilbeam, will be used. It will use 
a much modified engine which is 
reputed to be giving extremely 
good power on the test bed, 
mated to a brand new gearbox 
designed by Alec Stokes which 
should be around 40 Ib lighter 
than the old one. There is a 
possibility that the new car may 
Appear at one of the British non- 
championship FI races but the 
team are really aiming for the 
Spanish GP. 


Second March for Ganley 


Dramatic things have been 
bappening at March Engineering 
‘over the past fortnight with all 
personnel working flat out to 
complete two brand new Formula 
1 cars in time for this weekend's 
Argentinian Grand Prix, 

Tt was originally hoped to have 
at least one of the cars ready for 
testing at Silverstone last Friday 
but this couldn't be achieved. 
Therefore, both cars will not have 
turned a wheel prior to practice 
at the Buenos Aires circuit later 
today (Thursday). 

With all the drama going on, 
we count ourselves fortunate that 
Max Mosley and Robin Herd 
allowed us to see the latest 
March 741. However, we were 
unable to ‘take photographs at 
Mosley's request. Our un 
announced visit. was rather 
fortunate insofar as Mosely was 
prepared to. comment on our 
Story in Pit & Paddock last week 
with regard to the possibility that 
the young German saloon ace, 
Hans-Joachim Stuck and Moto: 
hara Kurosawa would be driving 
their Fl. cars. this coming 

Mosley confirmed that Stuck 
indeed would lead the team 
throughout the year, although 
he'd Drought no financial backing 
with him. The second car would, 
certainly for the first three FI 
races, be driven by Howden 
Ganley who was being fitted in 
the car while we were there. 

‘Who will be the second driver 
in Europe? “That entirely de- 
pends on sponsorship and. we'll 
have to see how the results go 


before that comes along.” Could 
he be Japanese? we asked. 
‘Quite likely.” was the reply. 
Could it be Noritake Takahara? 


"A distinct possibility, yes. 

"The situation over the contract 
of Jean-Pierre Jarier was re: 
solved last Saturday morning in 


London's Dorchester Hotel” in 
a satisfactory way for both 
sides." Mosley said. “I believe 


he will be driving for Shadow 
and I hope he'll be very happy 
there —he's quite a good driver,

The March itself is very much 
a pukka Fl car and is very dis- 
tinctive in appearance. The nose 
is similar to that of the BRM 
P180 only possibly slightly longer 
while the radiators are mounted 
slanting backwards at the sides 
like the F2 Texaco Lotus 74. The 
front suspension is virtually the 
same as last year's 731 while the 
rear end has an interesting ge0- 
metric principle which Herd 
hopes will give the car an advan- 
tage over others. Once again, 
narrow track is retained while 
the brakes at the front are out- 
board, although Herd still feels 
he should have perservered with 
the inboard set-up on the original 
711 and this idea could not be 
discounted. 

‘The monocoque Is more or less 
the same in dimensions as previ 
ous Fl. cars although lightly 
tapered towards the frone thus 
the fuel cells are carried on either 
side. Although the oil tank Is 
located behind the engine at 
present, tucked away underneath 
the wing which features vast side 
plates similar to those on the 
Haas/Hall. F5000 Lola of Brian 
Redman, it could well end up 
between driver and engine. 

Allin all, the car looks very 
attractive although rather strange 


in British racing green, but March 
are determined to make a big 
effort this year, although one 


can't expect anything from them 
in’ South America other than 
treating it as a glorified test 
session.

Turner announces Ford’s plans for 1974 


Stuart Turner, Ford of Europe's 
director of motor sports hosted 
the third Ford annual press con 
ference in London last week to 
Announce their plans for 1974, 
His comments on Rallies can be 
found on page 42 in Special Stage 
and on Rallycross on page 45 in 
Sports Extra, 

He opened the proceedings with 
the message that Ford would con 
tinue to support motor sports in 
1974, “Despite the gloomy 
shadows cast across Europe by 
the energy crisis and the curtall 
ment of motor sport in many 
countries, Ford will not be 
abdicating its _ responsibilities 
towards future development of 
the sport and all realistic and 
reasonable means of maintaining 
interest in, and support for, 
constructive competition during 
1974, Within the confines of 
emergency regulations—both 
national and international—Ford 
Competition Departments will 
Continue to operate a restricted 
programme, — with particular 
emphasis on assistance to motor 
‘clubs. While we are deeply aware 
of the seriousness of the present 
fuel shortage and general econo- 
mic crisis, we feel it also part of 
our duty not to throw aside— 
fand perhaps permanently damage 
—all’ the. friendships we have 
built up among the thousands of 
people and many sport minded 
Companies whose _ livelihood 
depends on motor sport. We 
want to assure them, and the 
clubmen throughout Britain in 
particular, that we have not lost 
faith, We are conscious of our 
responsibilities, but we believe 


sport. For that reason we are 
not throwing in the towel, and 
We intend to go ahead with the 
best possible vehicle development, 
testing and’ competition pro- 
gramme we can devise in the 
Prevailing circumstances.” 

Tumer continued to say that he 
thought it was right that the 
Boxing Day Brands Hatch meet- 
ing was cancelled, "1 think motor 
racing should lie low for a month 
or two and see how the situation 
develops.” 

Turner went on to 
the extent of Industry behind 
motor sport. He pointed out that

ploying nearly 5000 who were 
fully dependent on motor sport 
for their livelihood. It_was cal- 
culated that those companies had 
@ turnover of at least £40 million, 
for which £10 to €15 million was 
accounted for by exports. “There 
is 9 big danger in thinking about 
motor sport only in terms of FL 
cars and drivers. But one should 
appreciate that they form only 
the top of the pyramid. Some of 
the racing accessory and compo- 
nent companies have a turnover 
‘of more than €1 million a year. 
Therefore, it should be seen that 
if we allow the sport to fall away 
completely, in the long term we 
‘would be jeopardising not simply 
motor sport but a large section 
of the British motor industry. We 
have no doubts whatever that 
participation in motor sport con- 
tributes to vehicle development, 
tnd to sales—when the climate is

‘This Sunday sees the start of the 1974 For. 
mula 1 World Championship series following 
probably the greatest shake-up in the history 
of Grand Prix racing. Virtually every team 
has changed either its drivers or its sponsor 
ship between the end of the 1973 season in 
October and the early start to the "74 series 
this Sunday, 

The venue for the Argentine Grand Prix is 
the full 3.803-mile circult of the Buenos Aires 
track unlike last year’s race when the 2-mile 
clreuit was used. The longer track incorporates 
two long straights and a fast right hand 
corner, and the 26 Grand Prix cars are faced 
with 52 laps (nearly 200 miles), 

Of the 26 entries, new models are being 
fielded by Brabham’ (BT44), Surtees (TS16), 
March (741), Ferrari (B4), Shadow (DN3), 
Lola. (1370), Williams Mariboro and Ensi 
while ail the other entries have updated ca 
to accommodate certain revised 1974 Form 
1 regulations. The new regulations cover rear 
wings, oll tanks and fire extinguishers—with 

gard to the wings, nothing above the 
wheels must protrude more than 1 metre be 
hind the axle of the rear wheels; all oll 
‘storage tanks, situated outside the main struc 
ture of the car, must now be surrounded by 
10 mm thick crushable structure (and no oil 
fe tank must be situated aft the gearbox 
° drive casing if it's not located within 
the main structure); and the entire fire extin- 
guishing system must now be loc thin 
the main structure, 

With regards to the tyre front, the most 
significant change is that Graham Hill has 
switched to Firestone tyres in the new 
Embassy Lola team with Guy Edwards, and 
this incidentally is Graham's 160th Grand 
Prix race, Otherwise there are no change 
rounds in the tyre war, although of the new- 
‘comers the new Hexagon Brabham for John 
Watson will be using Firestone tyres unlike 
works cars which have Goodyears. Good- 
year have dispatched 00 tyres of different 
types to Argentina for their 15 drivers. Good 
year and Firestone will be trying various 
Rew compounds and sizes based on results 
gained in testing in South America and at 
Paul Ricard for Goodyear, and in South 
Africa for Firestone.

This Sunday's Argentinian Grand Prix sees 
what could be termed as one of the biggest 
shage-ups ever in Formula 1 history. For 
besides the usual array of top-line talent and 
people like Ickx, Peterson, Fittipaldi, Hulme, 
Revson, et al, upholding team honour with 
notable Grand Prix victories to their credit, 
the name Hans-Joachim Stuck will mean little 
to the Grand Prix follower of today, but 
happier memories to those who recall the pre- 
war years of Mercedes-Benz and Auto Union. 
In short, March Engineering have taken what 
can fairly be described as a big gamble in 
putting the 22-year-old son of the famous 
German pre-war ace into their new Formula 1 
car as team leader! That in itself is quite 
remarkable considering that Hanschen’s 
single-seater experience can be counted on 
both hands! And yet, one must in no way 
‘overlook the fact that this lanky tussle-haired 
German youth is one helluva driver and as 
some of the older generation can claim, very 
reminiscent in his driving style to that of 
hhis great father, now a ripe 73 years of age 
‘and, had there been a world championship 
before the war, his father would have won 
it twice. 

Hans-Joachim Stuck is now about to enter 
his fourth season of racing. The majority of 
his racing experience comes from hurling 
BMW and Ford saloons around Nurburgring 
and Hockenheim with alarming speed, but 
far as single seaters go, It was only last yes 
that the young happy-go-lucky German was 
really subjected to flerce single-seater com- 
petition. That was In a works F2 March 732- 
BMW at Hockenheim where he qualified only 

little slower than team-mates Messrs Jarier 
‘and Beltolse, In his second F2 outing for 
March, he put his car on pole position at 
the NGrburgring with an equal time to Jarier. 
No messing, mate, when Stucky’s around! I 
Suppose you could say that that was as good 
@ way as any to prove your potential 

Naturally, having a world class raci 
@river as a father, little Hanschen didn’t 
really have much choice about what he wi 
going to be when he grew up. He recalls his 
early days spent while his father was still 
competing In the German hiliclimb champlon- 
‘ship, and still won it, even at 61 years of 
‘in his little BMW 700 cc. 
My father always took me to his la 
races in 1961 when I was 10 years old. So 
naturally I got interested. Then when I was 
II, he built me a go-kart out of a BMW 
600 co (bubble) car, without the body, of 
course. It was very fast and would do about 
110km (65 mph). Just behind our house 
there's a wood and one day the American 
Army came along with some big bulldozers 
‘and cleared several tracks in It, My own 
private Nurburgring! So each day I prac- 
fised and, for me, it was great fun. But for 
the people taking walks to get some fresh 
air, all they could smell was exhaust fumes 
from. my kart which wasn't terribly quiet 
either, not having an exhaust system. It was 
then that I really began to enjoy going fast.’ 

‘Although in Germany you're not allowed to 
hold a driving licence until you're 18, Hans- 
chen was allowed to drive at 16 on the road 
‘as long as he was accompanied by his father, 
When he was 18, he went to the racing 
drivers’ school at the Nurburgring where he 
won the scholarship learning with a BMW 
1600 and impressed his Instructor, one Hans- 
Peter Koepchen, a very prominent BMW 
‘engine tuner in German touring car racing. 

"He then asked me whether I would do a 
ce for him the following weekend, but my 
ther said ‘no, you're not allowed to do a 
race, I want {o start you In a hilclimb.’ 
Eventually, my father allowed it but he was 
not very pleased. He said I should first learn 
to drive against the clock and to get a feeling 
for the race car, not to fight it out with others 
In a race. That year (1969), both Groups 2 
and 5 cars were raced together and that 
Included Porsches too. Anyway, he allowed 
it and I managed second fastest practice time 
and I finished the race in 3rd place which 
really pleased me. And so I got my first

Neerpasch was really the man who helped me 
to do. the right things and this is very 
Important for me. I mean, you can change 
the firm you are driving for very often, but 
not the man who leads you.

‘When March Engineering came to an agree- 
ment with BMW to run their engines in 
Formula 2 for 1973, it became obvious that 
Stuck would have to get in on the act some- 
where. After a discussion, Neer- 
pasch, Max Mosley and Stuck Snr, thought out 
whether Stuck's single-seater future should lie 
in elther F3 or F2, it was decided that as the 
current Group 2 touring cars were becoming 
rather rapid, Stuck wouldn't be out of his 
depth jumping straight into F2 and so Mosley 
agreed to let the young German BMW protege 
have four initial races.

Overstepping the mark 


Mr John Arthurs refers to my reporting of 
the Silverstone Sprint series as being vin- 
dictive. Obviously, being a friend of Maicotm 
Allen who won ‘the championship, he has 
objected to the fact that I mentioned several 
times in my reports that the championship 
was likely to be won outright by a car which 
far from being an everyday road car as called 
for by the regulations, was a stripped racing 
Mini Miglia car fitted especially for the 
occasion with road-tyres and silencer together 
with number plates and road-fund licence 
(which I have been told belonged to another 
car anyway). 

Reiteration of this fact in each report 
hardly amounts to vindictiveness, but in 
writing a letter which does nothing to sup- 
port nor defend Malcolm Allen's case, Mr 
Arthurs mentions several other cars, each of 
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which nevertheless was a regularly used road 
car which was driven to the meeting rather 
than trailered as Allen's was and complied 
fully with the letter and spirit of the regula- 
tions framed by the organisers. One of the 
cars which he mentions however was in the 
same class as the Allen Mini and this also 
was criticised as being not in the form which 
it was normally driven on the road, even 
though it was still fully trimmed and with 
ail its steel panels. 

There are always competitors who will try 
to get away with overstepping the mark and 
the’ Allen Mini was one of a very very few 
which did so in the Silverstone Sprint series. 
It was particularly unfortunate that no one 
fon the organisational side would do more 
than gossip about it: if Malcolm Allen had 
been told at the first event that his car was 
unacceptable in the road-going class all would 
have been put right. The organisers knew 
that the problem was there but seemed afraid 
to do anything about it; 1 was told that a 
competitor must make a protest before they 
could act.

@) In return for this sum I will receive two 
pieces of paper instead of one and as far 
as I can see practically nothing else. 1 am 
not a modern’ Scrooge but I am far from 
Satisfied with what I get for my money. 

1 do not suggest that the officials of the 
RAC Competition Department are making vast

BANDAMA RALLY 


Herrmann wins for Datsun

year—sorry, year before last—by not having any finishers, 


the Rallye du Bandama was relatively unknown outside France and that part of West Africa 


where it was held.

Dreyfus which bad lost over an hour with 
Petrol pump failure and then a further crucial 
15 m when the Datsun mechanics put it too 
fate into the parc fermé at a might halt. 
Herrmann himself tad problems with the 
Bearbox mounting of tris gar and lost 22m 
‘on @ 19-hour section which Larousse was 
‘the only driver to clean, but his car required 
much Jess service than the others and showed 
ess signs of having been driven to win. 
Behind the two Datsuns came the man who 
gt halfway looked as if he might win; 
Richard Bochnicek in the works Group 2 
Gitroen DS 23. Driving with Alexander Kaja, 
himself an excellent driver, Bochnicek bad 
usted the Citroen up to tie just four-tenths 
Of @ second head of Hannu Mikkola and 
Jean Todt in a Peugeot $04 at che halfway 
Point in Bouaké, but then a leaking water 
pump ‘and water in the electrics cost him 
‘wo hours and he had to be content with 
third place.

‘The Renault challenge didn't tase very long 
and indeed it was expected that Jean- 
Francois Piot might not even start, as he had 
hurt his back, ut both cars got away though 
they were soon out. Piot hada broken engine 
and Jabouille left che road several times 
before breaking the front suspension. Peageot 
‘were not much Jess fortunate though thelr 
cars did keep in che hunt a lot longer and 
showed that chey were really competitive. 
‘Mikkola suffered from minor problems in the 
early stages but managed to virtually share 
the lead with Bochnicek nevertheless but his 
‘gearbox finally succumbed to the extra power 
Of his engine and he had to give up on the 
last might. Tony Fall, driving as last year 
with French journalist Gerard Flocon, took 
things a Jittle more easily in the early stag 
but was still third at Bouaké, but poised 
he was to press on if Mikkola should fail, tis 
steering arm failed and only the most it 
genious piece of improvisation with mechani- 
cal parts got him going again. Their rally 
ended in tragedy, however, when they bit an 
unexpected hole and Flocon severely damaged 
bis back while che car was no less fit. The 
third semi-works Peugeot 504 prepared by the 
local_concessionaires, SARI, for Samir Assef 
and Daniel Dumas, was close behind the two 
leaders in the final stages but broke its 
engine just 150 kilometres from che finish. 

‘The honour of the marqué Peugeot was 
saved in this case by the ladies. No fewer 
than six of them had driven three Team 
Aseptogyl Group I Peugeot 504s down over- 
land from Paris to Abidjan across the Sahara. 
One was eliminated by an accident during 
the rally but the other two came through 
like true veterans and not only ¢ook seventh 


and eighth places overall, but Marianne 
Hoepfner and Yveline Vanoni naturally also 
won the Coupe des Dames. The ather pair of 
Birls ¢o finish was Claudine Trautman and 
Marie-Rierre Palayer and it is worth noting 
that, in a rally that also accepts cars of 
Group 5, these two were driving Group 1 cars. 

‘Throughout the world, there are quite @ 
few rallies named after rivers like the Danube 
Rally or the Czech Rallye Vitava, but the 
‘word Bandama probably doesn't moan much 
to people that haven't been to the West Coast 
of "Africa or havent been students of geo- 
‘graphy. The Bandama is a very large but 
non-navigable river ghat effectively craverses 
the whole length of the Cote d'Ivoire and 
thas Jent des mame to the rally which is run 
there every Christmas holiday by the Ecurie 
Wvoire in association with the Federation 
Iworienne de Sport Automobile. A better name 
for ¢he rally is the Marathon de Cote Ivol 
which gives a much better idea of what it is 
all about, Unlike many other French ralli 
this one’s Jin the grand tradition of the 
East African Safari with not much messing 
about, no special stages, no closed roads and 
just 4 challenge issued to the drivers with a 
Dig pot of gold waiting for the one that gets 
through first. In this way it is totally unlike 
the Morocean Rally, the other big French 
rally in Africa, which has dong special stages 
linked by tarmac road sections where the 
car_can be rebuilt 

‘The route of the Bandama Rally is 4,000 
Kilometres of which over 3,500 kilometres 
are on dirt roads. The average speed for all 


is not so generous as on the Safari with a 
maximum of 6 h 30 m and ignore a minimum 
of just 1 h 30 m, and it was this coupled with 
little service time that led to the situation 
last year where, with only ¢wo cars still 
running, they were both time-barred and 
thus the rally had. no) finishers. To try to 
prevent this, Jean-Claude Bertrand, the 
dent of the Ecurie Ivoire who practically 
Single-ttanded has brought this ally to its 
Present status, decided to allow more time 
for service at the rest halts $0 that the cars 
would start each part of the rally relatively 
fresh as would their drivers. 

In this type of rally with such long 
distances to be covered on dirt roads, there 
is normally a big problem with the seeding 
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and deciding in which order the drivers shall 
start the rally. Like all other major inter- 
national rallies, the Bandama has adopted the 
System of allowing the FIA seeded drivers to 
Start first followed by the other drivers in 
Broups of national seeding recognised by the 
FFSA and the FISA. However, instead of 
having @ public bailot, they ‘invited the 
drivers—with their cars, of course—out to a 
‘small hillclimb on dirt’ some 15 kilometres 
Outside Abidjan, the capital of the Ivory 
Coast, where during the major part of Boxing 
Day they ‘could drive against the clock to 
decide who should start first within the 
Previously mentioned categories. The start 
Was at the bottom of the hill and the cars 
went 600 metres up, round @ coconut tree 
and down again, round two more palm trees 
fand then back up before coming down again 
to the finish. The dust was terrible and the 
@rivers had to negotiate through their own 
‘dust as they turned at each end of this unique 
test. 

If was not to compete in this 
test but it did form part of the rally and the 
times gained counted in with the rally result 
which ‘explains all chose seconds and tenths 
in a rally won by minutes and hours. Those 
who did not drive in ¢his test were all 
Credited with the slowest time and the same 
thing applied to those who did not complete 
ig for one reason or another. The strange

ENTRY 


In all, 59 cars came to the start line in 
Abidjan at midnight on December 27. No 
fewer than a dozen of these were driven by 
FIA seeded drivers or as in the case of 
Jaboullle sand Larrousse, FIA graded and 


top-grade competitors by reduced air ¢ravel, 
courtesy of Air Afrique, reduced hotel bills 
and a very darge prize fund. 

“Although Datsun ‘have difficulty in import- 
ing sufficient cars to meet the demand, the 


factory prepared two cars for this 
Sent them over for the local agents 
to run, The Japanese specified the drivers 
but did not send any of thoir usual bunch 
‘of mechanics. Edgar Herrmann/Hans Schuller 
drew the Group 2 1800 SSS and Gerard 
Larrousse/Daniel Dreyfus the exactly similar 
car in a Coupé version which was to start 
with very little different in specification from 
Herrmann's car, Larousse, however, was 
determined to take the best advantage of 
being in Group 5 and, though there was very 
Hetle time €o work on these Datsuns before 
the rally as the ship carrying them tad 
trouble finding dock space, he stripped it of 
all trim internally and externally. The car 
which ‘he drove last year was an 1800- 
engined 510 and this had been propared for 
Guy Chasseuil/Jean-Claude Lagniez to drive 
‘and was considered by many ¢o be « superior 
car to the 1800 180 B for a long fast ally 
of this type. Another of last year's cars was 
consigned to the Lebanese/Ivorien crew of 
Michel Mitri/Emile Karam. But the big hope 
in the Datsun team was naturally the 240Z 
of this year's Safari winner, Shekhar Mebta 
paired on this occasion with Claes Billstam. 
‘The car was not brand now and neither was 
the engine as it had already done both she 
Southern Cross Rally in Australia and the 
RAC Rally. 

‘The Peugeot team was perhaps the one 
with most money on it before the start for it 
had two fast, professional crews in Group 2 
504s. These were Hannu Mikkola/Jean Todt 
and ‘Tony Fall/Gerard Flocon with Mikkola 
taking a 170 bhp engine and Fall a 160 bhp 
engine but both of them running on injection 
as in the normal car. Because of the fabled 
complexity of fuel injection in rally cars, 
both these drivers would have preferred €0 
use carburetters but in the Peugeot it 
normally seems to work reliably and indeed 
the engine in Mikkala's car had done most of 
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End of the event for Chasseull’s Datsun — note the 


the testing in Morocco with him and Makinen 
before being ce-built for this rally. Samir 
‘Asset who hails originally from the Lebanon 
hada Group 2 car prepared with the help 
of the local agents, SARI, and was co-driven 
by Daniel Dumas, This pair had not done a 
recce but had copied and translated 3,800 
kilometres of pace notes from Todt.

These were beautifully finished and a 
Dig contrast to the early Citroen prototypes 
which looked quite literally as if they had 
Been sawn in hal, A single DS 23 prepared 


to. Group. 2 specification was driven by 
Richard Bochnicok/Alexander Kaja while a 
Group 2 GS was entered for Claude Laurent 
Jacques Marché. 

From the Renault empire, Jacques Cheinisse 
had turned up with one 1800 Renault Alpine 
for racing driver Jean-Pierre Jabouille who 
was ‘co-driven by that well-known French 
journalist, Johnny Rives. They had not done 
‘a complete rece and in fact had only driven 
Found 600 km in a borrowed Renault RIG 
though they had taken notes from the other 


wheet and driveshaft 


Renaukt driver, Jean-Francois Plot, He was 
teamed with "another journalist, Jacques 
Jaubert, and they were driving a’ prototype 
Renault RI7 TS, Herve Poulain was amongst 
the private entries with his Renault R12 
Gordini which was the same car that Piot 
had driven 0 wall in the Moroccan Rally 
and had been purchased from the factory for 
a large sum of money. Jean-Marie Curlen and 
Jean-Claude Gamet were driving privately 
entered RIGs and then the French mainland 
‘contingent was completed by a brace of 
Porsches and three Saabs under the guidance 
of Lionel Buriot. 

Most surprising of all was the appearance 
from Italy of three cars; two Volvos and @ 
Lancia Beta, The Volvos were, of course, 
from Turin and driven by whe Importer, 
Lorenzo Merlone/Giorgio Lionetti and Renzo 
Druetto/Sergio Varese and were the 142 
that these drivers bave driven in other ralli 
like Acropolis and Cyprus. The Beta was 
actually prepared in the Lancia factory and 
then loaned to the Jolly Club for Arnaldo 
Cavallari/Oarlo Cavicchi to drive. This was 
very much by way of experiment and though 
there were no works mechanics present, 
Danielle Audetto just happened to be taking 
a holiday down there from his job as rally 
manager at Lancia, 

The rest of the entry was made up of local 
drivers in cars such as Datsun 240s, 1800s, 
Peugeot 504s, Renault R16s, some Citroens, 
Fiat 1248, @ Toyota and even a Range Rover. 


Second place was taken by the Larrousse Datsun 1800 SSS. 


‘The hitlclimb cest is somettring of a Christ- 
mas climax or a Boxing Day Brands to the 
enthusiasts of Abidjan who stream out 0 
this bit of steamy bush called “Djibi” to 
‘watch the rallymen do their best. One of the 
most popular vantage points was a pheno- 
‘menal jump and it was’ this that gave one 
of ‘the most serious incidents of the day. 
Quite early on, Shekhar Mehta had roared up 
and down twice in his 240Z to establish a 
very fast time which was to ultimately prove 
to be the FTD, but in doing so, he had 
jumped az least’20 yards at this paint and 
‘all were set to emulate him. Piot in particular 
was determined to set fastest time and on his 
first return nearly demolished the timing box 
while making his turn He returned and 
completed the cest but when the car stopped, 
he was unable to get out and people rushed 
to his assistance. His back was the problem 
and at first it was thought that he had 
broken a vertebra but at the hospital they 
found that he had slipped a disc and were 
‘able to manoeuvre it back so that he could 
stare the rally. Another casuaky was Tony 
Fall who twisted his ankle watching the 
others and after he tad done tis run, went 
off to hospital to have it X-rayed in case 
something was broken. Mikkola whose thand 
had only just recovered from the RAC acci- 
dent, looked ike being the only man to get 
ear Mehta bur as he jumped the first t 
the 504 went on to three cylinders with a 
particle of dirt ‘in tts injectors and he could 
only make 12th fastest time. The most spec- 
tacular exit of the day was the Peugeot 504 
of Germani Garon who went off on # corner 
and grappled with @ tree while rolling which 
did his car no good at all, but by the start 
he had it repaired and ready to go even at 
the bodywork was ia bit crinkled. 

‘The Citroen of Boohnicek went like a rocket 
and with the Austrian driving it beautifully, 
it too looked set for a good time but the 
kearchange jammed and he thad to do the 
jecond part with just one gear wirich left 
‘him Lith, four-tenths f a second quicker 
than Mikkola. The Lancia was very nearly 
the quickest Group 1 car, being just eight. 
tenths of a second slower than Marc Geren- 
thon in this Peugeot 504

‘tart time Tor the rally was Just alter 
midnight in the middle of Abidjan and then 
10 m later, at intervals of 2 m, the oars 
started the rally proper from just outside 
the city limits. The first section up to Aben- 
gourou was 148 km and should have 
Presented no problems but already there were 


blade cut a water hose. 


plenty of people in trouble. Neyret had his 
SM come to a halt with no sign of electrics 
in any of its circuits and it took half an hour 
for Terramorsi, working with a torch, to 
restore even some of them. What had hap- 
pened was that the multiway connectors 
behind the engine bulkhead had worked loose 
and each one had to be unplugged and then 
refitted to get the electrical contact correct. 
Neyret lost an hour and 15 minutes on a 
section which he should have cleaned and 
Verrier had similar problems so that he, too, 
lost 28 m, Marianne Hoepfner was troubled 
by a regulator for the charging system that 
finally dlew completely towards the end of 
the night and she drove just short while in 
total blackness. 

Lorenzo Merione had one of the shortest 
rallies of all for after just 13. kilometres, 
his Volvo's engine started to misfire serious! 
and he was on two cylinders. He si 
ped and changed plugs and coil to no effect 
for what he did not know was that one of 
the carburetters had a fault on its butterfl 
He tried to drive on with just two cylind 
working but what with the morning mist and 
no speed, he was out of time at the first con- 
trol. The other Volvo of Druetto got a bit 
farther but on the section after Abengourou 
had a nasty accident and piled up into some 
trees. The car was so badly damaged that 
they sold it for 100,000 francs and left it to 
someone else to extract! Jean-Pierre Jabouille 
‘was also having trouble staying on the road 
and left it several times finally damaging the 
front suspension and then he went off finally 
with the steering deranged and retired. The 
other Renault, that of Plot, was going very 
well indeed and got round’ the first part of 
the rally to Abengourou without penalty but 
then the distributor drive broke as it did for 
‘Therier on the RAC Rally and he was out. 

Larrousse, Mikkola, Fall and Mehta were all 
clean on that first section but then the Dat 
suns pulled ahead on the next section which 
was impossible. Here Larrousse lost just 10 
minutes and Mehta 12 compared with the 
Peugeot's 18 but they were having 
trouble driving in the dust while Mehta led 
the rally on the road. Then he hit problems 
for, unknown to tim, a fan blade cut a water 
hose and the water sprayed on to the alterna- 
tor causing it to blow. He saw the red light 
come up and cut all the lights not realising 
that the engine was losing water. The tempers 
ture gauge went up but of course he couldn't 
see it. Eventually, the situation became clear 
as the dawn came but the miraculous thing 
‘was that the engine had not seized. They got 
back into Abidjan still lying second to La 
rousse and fixed the hose and set off hoping 


‘Shekhar Mehta used the Datsun 240Z that Sclater drove on the RAC Rally (hence the Kleber stickers) and suffered many problems after a fan 


that their problems were over, 


‘The rally had just over an hour in Abidjan 
for service and then it all started again head- 
Ing north once more over the same route to 
start with towards the north-eastern frontier. 
Immediately the rally lost Laurent who hit a 
lorry just a few kilometres from Abidjan. 

is to be confessed that this is one of the 
problems of this rally, that the normal circula- 
tion of traffic continues and in the swirling 
dust, even something as big as a lorry can- 
not always been seen. The Citroen was 
finished but neither of the drivers was badly 
rt. 


Only Mikkola and Bochnicek cleaned the 
455 km section up to Darhala with Chasseull 
Gropping one minute and Fall 11 minutes. 
Larrousse dropped right off the leader board 
as he was stopped with petrol pump failure. 
‘What had happened was that the spare wheel 
broke loose in the back of the car and broke 
either the pump or its filter. It was then that 
they discovered that there was no spare 
ump mounted in the car and there seemed 
not to be one in the spares kit. It was later 
claimed to have been found but the im- 
portant thing is that they did not find 
it then, they waited half an hour before the 
Datsun service car got back to them and then 
it bad only a 1600 SSS pump which had to 
bbe bodged to fit. This all cost them one hour 
twenty one minutes, They did try to make it 
up on the next section from Darhala to 
Darhala—244 kms through a national park 
where the grass had been cut before the rally 
to find the road—but it was quite wet and 
they Went off several times and damaged the 
front of their car. Even Mikkola got stuck 
and had to get a push but the thing which 
slowed him most was a broken fan belt which 
1d and helped him fix. Despite 
this, Fall did fastest time on the section losing 
45" minutes when most crews lost an 
hour oF more, Poor Christine Dacremont slid 
off the road on this section and a tree came 
through the windscreen injuring her co-driver 
Charlotte Verney in the face and neck so 
they had to retire, 

After Darhala, there was an easy run into 
the night halt at Bouaké and the first th 
hours of the halt were allowed free for 
vice. Larrousse’s car needed quite a bit of work 
putting the petrol pump to rights and 
Straightening out the evidence of his sorties. 
‘The story goes that the mechanics were about 
to take it off to the parc fermé when they 
noticed that the lights were not working 
properly and worked on it a bit longer. What 
ever happened, it got checked 
late into the parc fermé and got that many 
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penalty points, Mehta was not a great deal 
happler for it was now clear that his engine 
was leaking water through the cylinder head 
gasket and to add to his problems, the alter- 
ator bracket broke on the main road and 
he lost 32 minutes into Bouaké. 

‘Another service problem but of a different 
kind was that which put Cavallari out with 
the Lancia, At the service in Bouaké he 
asked to have the front suspension changed 
but as they had no more of the longer front 
springs that he was using, a slight error was 
perpetrated and the car was fitted with springs 
Gnd shock absorbers that did not match. 
Consequently when it started in the morning, 
after 40 kilometres the top shock absorber 
mounts were knocked out and Cavallari hai 
turn back to Bouaké. This was a pity 
had gone very well to there and was lying in 
the first dozen cars, 

‘This section that started from Bouaké in 
the morning was the 1900 km killer and just 
18 cars set out on it, Antonio Benelli with his 
Conrero Opel Ascona was perhaps one of the 
most tired as he had not been able to find = 
hotel room in Bouaké and so he let his co- 
driver have a go at the wheel. Unfortunately 
he hit a tree and then a stone which broke the 
sump despite the guard and they were out. 
Leading the rally was the Citroen of Bochnicek 
who bad lost an equal number of minutes to 
Mikkola_and led by those four tenths of a 
‘second from the hiliclimb while in third place 
was Tony Fall. He ran into problems when 
he bent a steering arm coming out of a bad 
drift but it was only a minute to regulate the 
adjustment and then he was off again, How. 
fever, the metal must have been strained for 
some 100° kilometres later it parted and 
eft them stranded—or they might have been 
but for the ingenuity of Fall. He dismantled a 
brake caliper and used the parts to join up the 
broken steering arm to the foot of the suspen 
sion strut and this got them as far as Odienné 
Where the service welded it in place. Then it 
Was Mikkola's turn and he lost third gear in 
the gearbox after a seal had gone and pumped 
all the oll forward into the clutch. He drove 
‘on for another 500 kms and then the electrical 
‘shorted and he had 
to keep them going from the side-light con- 
tact and then at Taboo, back on the coast, 
the gearbox finally lost all but first and second 
and he retired. 

"What he didn't know was that Bochnicek, 
the man everyone thought to be leading, was 
in trouble with a leaking water pump and was 
having to stop every 50 kilometres and fill 
up. This cost him an hour at least for water 
‘was hard to come by and when it was fixed 
‘at Taboo he then got held up twice when tor- 
ential rainstorms flooded his engine. He must 
have thought that that was a cruel stroke of 
fate! Larrousse was going like a rocket and 
‘was the only man to clean this incredible long 
Section. Herrmann hit a tree that had blown 
down across the road in the storms and after 
that was suffering with the back mounting 
broken on his gearbox but he prudently lost 
22 minutes to hold the lead from Larrousse 

y seven. 

‘Chasseull had been in trouble with a loose 
battery lead on his Datsun 510 and when he 
got back in after attending to it at Man, he 
didn’t do up his seat belt so that when he hit 
‘a patch of mud at 180 kph in a village and 
the car rolled off the road, he was quite badly 
cut on the head. Mikkola’ and Todt gave him 
fa lift to Duékoué and a hospital but the car 
was completely finished. Poor Mehta was 
soldiering along with his leaking car and in 
places he even had to buy water to keep it 
Boing. It would hardly pull 90 kph by now 
and by the time he got to the end of the 
Section at Daloa, the control. was closed and 
he was two hours out of time. Tony Fall who 
‘was still very much in the running, had an 
Anglo-French’ misunderstanding on his pace 
notes and hit a ditch going far too fast 
just before Taboo. The car was a bit damaged 
but more seriously, Flocon had broken some- 
thing in his back and though they tried to 
continue it was obviously difficult and when 
the alternator failed as well, they retired and 
Nite with a marshal, 

‘Citroen SMs were still soldiering on 
despite occasional electrical problems and 
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Richard Bochnicek took this Citroen DS 23 to third overall. 


Neyret in particular was having a bad misfire 
from some. carburetter problem that the 
mechanics just could not find, He had lost 
the use of his starter motor and was glad to 
et a tow from a passing Peugeot when he 
Stopped to fix yet another short circuit. He 
paid it back by stopping to pull Bochnicek 
Tater when the DS 23 was stuck in water with 
the electrics flooded. Both he and Verrier 
were quite disappointed as they both felt that 
the SM was a good car for the rally with 
plenty of power, speed and good visibility and 
Suspension. Mitri in the Datsun was also glad 
of 2 tow when he went off the road after 
fan unexpectedly fast arrival at a bridge 
before Taboo and he was now one of just 
nine cars left running. The two girls in the 
Peugeots were still going strong despite having 
to take time to change shock absorbers and 
with only 4 brs 30-min lateness allowed, 
they were cutting it quite fine getting into 
Daloa and Claudine Trautmann was only 
17 minutes away from being excluded.

prepared to say but we had no signs of 

‘special " engines during the year. 

The engines still retained their ridiculous 
215mm restrictors and this still led to 
infringements. People were found with over. 
size holes and at one stage there was talk of 
‘2 throttle-activated butterfly in the mechanism 
so that when the throttle was fully depressed 
the butterfly would open in the airbox and 
allow in more air. All this, though, was pure 
speculation, although undoubtedly ‘there was 
Some truth somewhere, but what we did have 
unquestionably was underweight cars and 
breather pipes “falling off" airboxes. It 
seems that some of the manufacturers are 
incapable of building cars to within 70 or 
80 Ib of the regulated minimum and that the 
purchaser has the responsibility of getting 
it up to scratch which few bother co do most 
of the time. As for pipes falling off the air- 
boxes and oversize holes the responsibility 
must lie with the teams. Just how much 
advantage is gained is very much open to 
dispute but either the regulations or the scru-

For some rea- 
son best known to the drivers themselves 
the new model never quite achieved the 
acclaim that the 372 had. Internal problems

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and the lack of any development work in the 
early months on the F3 gave the car a bad 
name even though results-wise it was on a 
par with the March until the middle of the 
Year. The chassis was found to be flexing 
at one stage and a simple mod cured this 
‘and brought’ more success but there were 
various other problems with castor changing 
and so on which needed curing ; towards the 
end of the year this was sorted out but 
the whole operation lacked any sort of 
togetherness and co-ordination in the first 
half of the session which took its toll later 
‘on by which time it was too late. 

‘One of the great disappointments of the 
year was the Brabham BT41. The car was 
introduced in late 1972 and looked extremely 
good. Testing in Italy provided some good 
Fesults but Gordon Palmer was unable to 
generate much enthusiasm for the car in 
Britain. A couple of good orders fell through 
before the season began and it was a long 
time before the car showed what it wi 
capable of. It was not really until the works 
ran a car for Larry Perkins that any con- 
sistent progress was made at all even though 
it had shown up well on occasions in other 
people's hands, There were a number of 
€ars in Italy which were handled well and 
Scored some good results and it is a great 
shame that this once legendary F3_marque 
Should depart the formula on a note of 
despair — all it really required was a driver 
‘with patience and ability to apply himself to 
sorting it out early in the season and the 
Story could have been quite different 

Ensign nearly left it too late but their 
reputation was salvaged and put_on a firm 
footing at the end of the year. The problem 
was that the concern was not big enough 
to put a 400 per cent effort into Fl and keep 
the production side up to its previous stan 
dard. Mo Nunn sold a number of cars for 
the year which were to the 1972 specifica- 
tion "and he just did not have the time to 
develop the car further at all. The two 
leading customers became disillusioned and 
went to Bicester and all that was left were 
about half a dozen no-hope drivers who 
would not have done anything in any other 
sort of car. Nunn managed to secure the ser 
Vices of Dave Baldwin from Lotus who in a 
very. short space of time altered 
car and in the hands of Brian Henton they 
were back on the map and winning races. 
jensibly Nunn has realised that this is not 
really the way to go about producing custo- 
mer care though and for next year he has 
passed the production side of Ensign into 
Other hands so that it can be given the sort 
of attention it deserves. 

‘One make that really made it big on an 
international scale in 1973 was Martini, Tico 
Martini's spaceframe design came out in 
Mk 12 form and found its way into the hands 
of the majority of French privateers and big 
teams. ‘It had shown a great deal of poten. 
tial during the latter stages of 1972 and 
Feally came good in "73 80 much so that the 
Car wrested the French championship from 
‘Alpine, which is no mean feat. It would be 
very surprising if next year one or two British 
Grivers did not opt for one of the French 
cars. 

‘The only other manufacturer to gain any 
successes during the year was Alpine who 
produced their A364 spaceframe chassis up. 
dated to “B" specification. This did not 
mean much in the way of change and it, 
of course, retainéd the streamlined bodywork 
‘and was powered exclusively by the Dudot- 
prepared Renault engine. With the lack of a 
Suitable French engine for the 2ulitre for- 
mula this may be the last we see of Alpine 
in F3 for some time which would be a 
shame as they always provided the major 
target for British teams. 

Royale produced a development of their 
1972 RP11 car which showed much promisé 
Unfortunately, they lacked a really top-line 
driver in the car for most of the season. Andy 
Sutcliffe showed its potential on occasions 
early on but once he fell out with his team 
it was left to a handful of privateers, who 
mostly did not have the financial resources 
to compete seriously. Dastle produced two 
‘models during the year, the Mk 10 and Mk 12.

Tony Brise is a difficult driver to judge 
On his day he is virtually unbeatable but he 
does tend to be rather inconsistent.

The ability to be among 
the very best Is undoubtedly there but after 
three full seasons of racing he ought 10 be 
able to turn it on most of the time and stop 
the unnecessary type of manoeuvres he dis- 
played at Mallory on two occasions.

‘Jacques Laffite surprised many people with 
this speed in the French BP Martini, He won 
the French championship and if he bad com- 
peted In more of the John Player counds he 
Would almost certainly have taken that also. 
He made bis first appearance in F3 back in 
1969 In the heyday of the I-litre formula, 
his best result being a third at Magny Cours 
behind Jean-Pierre Jaussaud and Francois 
Mazet. Since then, until last season, be was 
in Formula France. He is undoubtedly a 
charger and his driving looked on the wild 
side at times and despite his successes he 
may have been around too long to make much 
more progress. 

1973 was Alan Jones’ third full year of F3 
and undoubtedly his best at the wheel of 
the works DART GRD. He ied the Joba 
Player championship for the majority of the 
season only to lose Out in the final round 
when double points were on offer and he 
happened to have a sick engine. He lost much 
of the impetuousity of his earlier seasons 
which saw him throw away races—it did 
return at the British GP when he half spun on 
the last lap—and his driving was much 
steadier and controlled than Defore, thus he 
‘achieved a consistency. People will’ say that 
with more fashionable equipment he might 
have done better but his performances with 
the GRD suggested that it was no worse on 
most circuits than anything else. Howev 
the fect that he had to graft on occasior 
should turn him into a better driver in the 
future. 

‘Larry Perkins rates highly not because of 
results but because of his potential. Nick- 
famed the Cowangie Kid he arrived from 
Australia as F2 champion and got fixed up 
with the ex-Rousselot GRD. He traded round 
the Continent for most of the year learning 
the circuits and just ecclimatising himself end 
picking up some reaily good results. Just as 


hhe really seemed to be hitting the big time 
with the GRD, his last race (before demolish- 
Ing it In practice at Ricard) saw him on 
pole position at Rouen against the cream of 
the French. He failed to reach agreement with 
Mike Warner over a replacement for what 
had become the Araldite Special” and after 
‘@ brief period with an Ensign he took over 
Wworks-run Brabham. He really started all over 
gain with the car and took it to Europe 
‘and Scandinavia, preferring to sort the whole 
thing out in minor races, which he did success- 
fully before returning to Britain.

‘The rest of the drivers mentioned are not 
in any sort of order but three drivers who in 
my mind could have made i into the top 
10 should be mentioned first.

He always promised a great deal but did not 
Score a single win and for this reason he 
did not make the grading. His driving was 
certainly more restrained and controlled than 
before but he did have his momentary lapses, 
One of the reasons why he did not 
quite achieve the results that he should have 
‘done was that his lack of English vocabulary 
made life difficult for the mechanics and the 
car was not always as he wanted it. It must 


be mentioned that he was the only British- 
based driver who gave the French any res 
tance regularly, his drives at Rouen and Ps 
Ricard (twice) being very noteworthy. Michel 
Leclere’s team-mate Alain Serpaggl was an- 
‘other good-looking driver. In fact early in 
the year he took more honours for the Alpine 
team than Leclere but ina straight fight he 
is not really in the same class, Conny Anders- 
Son has been around for a long time and 
this year he returned with a March after a 
Jong ‘succession of Brabhams. He scored a 
controversial win at Oulton Park, his weaving 
tactics leaving much to be desired, and showed 
up well at Brands and Mallory at the end of 
the year. 

France threw up a number of competitive 
drivers this year, perhaps due to the fact that 
there seemed to be plenty of money around 
and plenty of testing opportunities. 
Christian Ethuin has been around for some 
time but went well fairly consistently in his 
Defense Mondiale-backed Martini-Vegantune 

though his team-mate Jean Max, who has 
@ great deal of experience (he competed in 
the 1971 Prench GP in @ Frank Williams 
March), never really showed signs of being 
anything out of the ordinary. Alain Cudini 
(Elf Martini) and Bernard Beguin (Martini) 
Doth looked to have potential on occasions 
as did the Antar-backed March drivers 
Philip Albera and, to a lesser extent, Jean 
Ragnotti. Laffite’s BP team-mate Jean-Pierre 
Paoli never matched the performances of the 
number one car while Plerre-Francois Rous- 
selot_was not much happier or impressive 
in his March than he was with the GRD in 
1972 with the exception of the French GP 
back-up race. 

Damien Magee caused a minor sensation 
lat the beginning of che year with some force- 
ful driving of his old Palliser run on a shoe- 
string but this was written off in an almighty 
‘accident at Thruxton while he was leading. 
Monkey Brown bought him a Brabham which 
hhe never really liked but which he used to 
take third place at Monaco with a superb 
controlled drive. After that he hardly did any 
more F3. Buzz Buzaglo did a handful 
of races with a Pete Bloor-run March and at 
Silverstone in the British GP meeting and 
Castle Combe looked good. He had consistent 
engine dramas and then ran out of money 
which curtailed this season. American Danny 
Sullivan graduated from FF first with the 
Ehrlich, with which he struggled, before 
laying his hands on a March for a few races 
He went very well at the GP meeting but the 
Goodyear tyres did not really help. He looked 


the best of the FF graduates which is a 
term one would have expected to apply to 
Johnny Gerber, but he looked the worst. 
‘Stardom came’ rather too quickly for this 
young man and it took him some time to 
realise that perhaps he wasn't God's gift to 
motor racing. His lack of experience and 
general approach meant that he did not make 
the most of the Brabham he had at his di 
posal. He drove well at the British GP me 
ing after jumping the start but this was a 
complete fluke if his other results are looked 
‘at. John Sheldon pedalled his Royale round 
with considerable verve before running out 
of money while Andy Sutellffe had a works

It certainly didn’t take him

Mike Tyrrell 
had backing from Mare Gregory property 
developers but had lots of trouble with his 
Ensign and MRE while fellow Antiguan Jimmy 
Fuller did not have much luck with his 
Brabham BT38 nor did Jeremy Gambs in his 
GRD. 

‘Of the Swedes who appeared regularly 
Hakan Dahlqvist was undoubtedly one of the 
best while Gunnar Nordstrom and Gunnar 
Nilsson showed up well on occasions as did 
veteran UM Svensson. Another driver who 
must now unfortunately be classed as an F3 
veteran is Barrie Maskell who went well on 
the only occasion he had a competitive car, a 
GRD at Silverstone ; the rest of the time was 
spent with Dastles and an MRE which were 
‘not competitive cars at all, Nick Crossley did 
not find F3 very much to his liking and sold 
his March to Robarts while his P&M team- 
mate Nick von Preussen continued and made 
some progress. 

We saw very little of the Italians this year, 
Lella Lombardi being the most frequent 
visitor én her Brabham and had a couple of 
reasonable outings but Italian Champion Carlo 
Giorgio did not show his March other than 
at Monaco.

Safety throughout? 


‘The safety aspect of Grand Prix racing is 
‘a question which quite naturally is of great 
Importance to the Formula 1 Association and 
the. Grand Prix Drivers’ Association, two 
of the most influential associations in present- 
day motor sport. Both are currently looking 
into ‘the question of reducing cornering 
speeds and the GPDA are setting up 
committee to look into accidents where 
mechanical failures are suspected to be the 
cause. It is indeed gratifying that both 
‘associations are very much involved in this 
feta. 

‘Yet are they throughout? Here are these 
associations making pleas for more 
Stringent safety precautions — with which 1 
wholeheartedly agree—yet they are  pre- 
pared to allow a Formula 3 driver (with 
no experience of racing in Formula 2 or 
5000, let alone Formula 1), start the 
Argentinian Grand Prix this Sunday, os a 
member of the works Brabham team. i in no 
‘way wish to decry the capabilities of Richard 
Robarts, the driver in question, but it does 
seem rather peculiar how many safety 
Aspects are taken into account by these 
‘associations without any consideration for 
the qualifications of a newoomer to Grond 
Prix motor racing. 

Tt may well be that Robarts proves him- 
self to be a very competent driver from the 
outset, but the question still remains that 
there should be some qualification to prevent, 
‘say, a Formula Vee driver who happens to 
have obtained his international ticence and 
@ Formula 1 car, from starting in a Grand 
Prix without having taken part in anything 
but Vee races. There are certain restrictions 
fon what a graded driver can and cannot do 
and that seems to work satisfactorily, 50 
surely it must be the duty of the Formula 1 
Association or the GPDA to stipulate that 
@ driver must have competed in three or 
half a dozen Formula 2 or Formula 5000 
aces before being permitted to be entered

in @ Grand Prix. That doesn't mean to say 
that the new Grand Prix driver is then going 
to be very experienced, but at least he would 
not be such a risk to the other Grand 
Prix competitors than someone whose  pre- 
vious experience was restricted to something 
which had less than half the power of & 
Grand Prix car. Even the latest examples 
of ‘straight-to-the-top Grand Prix drivers — 
Emerson Fittipaldi and Jody Scheckter — 
both spent time in Formula 2 before gradual 
ing to Formula 1, and that surely ts how i 
should be. 

There may be those who say the res- 
ponsibility for. this should rest’ with ‘the 
Organisers, who should have the capabilities 
of accepting and refusing entries as they 
wish. But we all know what would happen 
f the Argentinian and Brazilian organisers 
told the Formula 1 Association that one of 
their members — in this case the second 
works Brabham driver — wasn't going to be 
accepted as an entry on those grounds. Did 
‘Someone shout boycott! 

The influx of “bought drives” in Grand 
Prix racing has reached giddy heights and 
lunless something Is done to control it, then 
the status of Grand Prix racing could suffer 
and much of the good work carried out by 
the GPDA and Formula 1 Association could 
be weakened when it was seen that they 
were not making an attempt to implement 
their own safety standards. 


Harming the case 


Stories in another weekly motoring paper 
that the RAC are about to be overthrown, 
seem to me to be totally thoughtless and 
very damaging. In this current fuel crisis 
@ united front {s more essential than ever be- 
fore in helping to prove the case for the 
unhindered continuance of motor sport, and 
the story printed could therefore cause im- 
measurable harm. If it is seen that there 
ig such dissension and that we apparently 
are unable to put our own sport in onder, 
then what chance have we of putting « 
watertight case to the Government? 

We all know the RAC Motor Sport Divi 
sion has its faults—we've criticised them 
t00, albett constructively —but there is no 
point in getting excited about a coup d'etat 
when (a) it’s not needed and (b) it would 
be virtually impossible to implement such a 
replacement. There may be certain factions 
of the sport which are more disgruntled than 
the rest at the moment—in particular the 
rallyists—but that doesn't account for ail 
the licence holders and it should be remem- 
dered that although rallying and racing 
occupy much of the RAC's time, they are

also responsible for all the other forms of 
motor sport (production car trials, autotests, 
sporting trials, autocross etc) and the com: 
Petitors therein, as well as for the hundreds 
of clubs, issuing of circuit licences and 
permits for all events, and so on. Surely it's 
obvious that economically the RAC need as 
much sport to carry on as we all do, s0 they 
are hardly likely to sit back and do nothing. 

The time wasted in calling for an RAC over. 
throw would be far better spent supporting 
the RAC’s case to the Government; as in one 
of last week's motor cycling papers which 
gave a front page story to the fact that of 
all sports, anglers used the most fuel and 
motor cycling was near the bottom of the 
list in the amount of fuel consumed. I main- 
tain that it's not a case of overthrowing the 
RAC but giving them our full support in the 
fight for unaffected motor sport in 1974 and 
then a case of trying to ensure the faults In 
the RAC's system (many of which appear to 
lle outside the control of the gentlemen at 
Belgrave Square), are ironed out for the 
benefit of all concerned, 

Incidentally, further to our editorial in I 
week's issue and the unaffected state of other 
sports, more facts from the Kempton Park 
Boxing Day horse race meeting show that 
round 11,000 people attended the meeting 
which was only about 1000 down on the 1972 
figure when 4000 people travelled on special 
trains which were not running on this occa 
sion, And what about last Sunday's vast foot- 
ball attendances—more than 84,000 people at 
four matches... . There surely cannot be any 
reason for motor racing and other events off 
the public highway being curtailed in 1974 


Saloon prospects

2 Championship with Ford using their 3.4-litre 
Cosworth engine in the Capris and BMW 
relying on their new 24-valve units in the 
struggle for supremacy which this year will 
be on more equal terms than in the past 
Both teams have enticed a strong array of 
drivers, but in addition there are the various 
BMW tuning firm teams and the new British 
challenge—a pair of new 7-litre Camaro ZLIs 
from the SCA team for Frank Gardner and 
Brian Muir. It is sometimes said that the 
ETC comprises just a few leading runners 
(Ford and BMW) and the rest are make- 
isn't that the case in any 

‘Championship? Anyway it seems 
going to see plenty of leading 
runners—it all starts at Dijon on March 10 

In Britain a good collection of heavy metal 
seems to be gathering for the large class of 
the new Group 1 British Touring Car Cham- 
pionship which fully justifles the overruling 
of a proposed 4-litre limit (although 
haven't heard of many people who are looking 
towards the club production saloon cham- 
pionship—perhaps there isn't room yet for 80 
many Gl-type series).

Rally Renault R12 Gordini 


By IAN SADLER 


Since first obtaining a driving Heence some 
‘eight years ago I have driven many more front 
Grive miles than rear driven ones. It has been 
something like a plague, my association with 
fwd cars—Birfield constant velocity joints, 
double universals, doughnuts and pots etc. In 
that time, and covering at least 150,000 miles 
being pulled along, I naturally discovered a 
few techniques for staying on the road for a 
larger proportian of the time. Also in that time 
T have seen front drive and its energetic tech- 
niques slide from favour, giving way to i 

proved versions of highly unimaginitive but 
Still supreme live axle rear wheel drive 
methods. Of course, fwd has only been put 
back in’ its place in competition spheres— 
mainly rallying which Is the only form of 
motor sport sultable to have the front qteering 


Fast kinks require some practising 


wheels driving the vehicle. On a general level 
front drive Is ever-increasing In popularity of 
numbers produced. There are many. more new 
European passenger cars joining the market 
with front drive than ever before and it seems 
that these cars are finally winning through into 
the majority. The entire Renault and Audi 
ranges are two examples of manufacturers put- 
ting all their eges into one basket and turning 
‘out very successful models with a wide appeal. 

In rally circles front wheel drive has only 
recently been eclipsed by a rear driven car— 
the Renault Alpine. Saab and Lancia front 
wheel drive cars have, within the past two or 
three years, run into a power problem. On a 
down bill special stage run a Saab can still 
see almost any competitor off. Though both 
manufacturers ‘mentioned basically have run- 


out of bhp increases they have also found that 
with front wheel drive there comes a point 
where an extra power increase does not neces- 
Sarily mean an increase in. speed, not of @ 

amount. Front drive can have its 
more so than a rear drive con= 
‘and I found this out recently after 
being allowed to take charge of a relatively 
high powered Renault 12 Gordini for a couple 
of days recently. The car, which is currently 
for sale, was Marek Glerowski's rally car. His 
R12 Is one of two cars rallied in this country, 
Gierowski’s car being “complete with the 
works type extended arches which are only 
really necessary when wide section tarmac 
tyres and wheels are used, 


About 3,000 R12 Gordinis have been bull 
during the past couple of years. The car is 
sold through normal Renault dealers in France, 
available in a basic form or complete with 
reclining seats, carpeting and other TL bits 
and pieces as a comfortable and swift road 
car. In standard form the Gordini, designed for 
the young market, gives about 118 bhp from 
its 1555ce engine and has a five speed gearbox. 
Gierowski’s car was bought in the bare condi- 
tion with rubber mats, simple door trims etc., 
and preparation into a rally car was under- 
taken in this country by Jeff Schofield of 
Yeading Motors, a Renault dealer based at 
Northolt. Gordini parts were used throughout 
—even the arches which is quite a complex 
kit as it involves the wing, door and valance 
at the back. The car as it is now in Gp 2 form 
is no super-lightweight at one ton with all 
equipment. Body modifications are confined to 
the ‘arches and a comprehensive roll cage, 
about the most sturdy and all-enveloping i 
hhave seen. With welded doors, side rails and 
nets ét would undoubtedly be up to NASCAR 
standards! The engine has received a Gordini 
kit comprising new sleeves to 1600cc, cylinder 
head reworked, exhaust smoothed out with the 
increased capacity engine breathing through 
the almost mandatory twin Webers. This brings 
the power up to around 160 bhp which goes 
through a modified gearbox with closer ratios 
to standard 54 inch Gordini steel wheels. At 
the time of driving the car these were equipped 
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with Kleber knobblies though there are six 
inch (rear) and seven inch (front) alloy Gotti 
wheels available with the car. The car has 
heen almost totally reliable in this form need: 
ing only @ new clutch once. Driveshafts have 
never been a problem. Suspension is virtually 
‘Standard R12 Gordini with DeCarbon dampers 
and lowered wishbone pivot points at the 
front—a critical feature to improve handling. 
‘A. high. catio steering rack gives 2.6 turns 
lock fo lock. Another critical feature is weight 
distribution which must be all at the front, 
even though the engine is already ahead of the 
axle, Marek Gierowski has managed to get 
some more weight there by fitting an old but 
“really heavy” sump guard from a Vauxhall 
Viva—a legacy from the days when he was 
with Chris Coburn in pre DTV times. The car 
was bought new, in its basic state in '72 and 
Was given a preventive overhaul quite recently 


Driving the car proved to be more of a 
handful than I had imagined, The most im- 
portant feature, to me, was that this Renault 
Was fitted with'a limited slip differential—and 
front wheel drive, of course. In the condition 
tested it, was certainly a very noisy rally car 
the exhaust system being sultable (just) for 
stage events though there Is a proper road 
system for the car. The seating position was 
Very much tailored for its driver only, being 
firmly bolted In place but luckily nothing was 
too much of @ stretch so heaving about with « 
spanner was thankfully avolded. It started on 
the first turn of the key hot or cold and after 
one particularly cold early morning stare it 
was pulling smoothly after only a few hundred 
yards. A- pecullarity never really mastered 
was the gear linkage to the five speed box; 
being too flexible and imprecise and spring 
Toaded to third and fourth. Driving along in 
traifle was all very well but once on open 

‘ads It was all too easy to find nothing but 
neutral for several embarrassing seconds at a 
time. Roadholding with a car like. this is 
obviously golng to be of a high standard but 
handling is of « more personal nature. In the 
time available I never really became accus. 
tomed to its habits and consequently did not 
pluck up the courage to have @ real go, to see 
What happened where it really mattered. 1 had 
the fe 1 could well end-up banging 
from the seat belts, Just about any front drive 
car will understeer with power, tighten its line 
fon a trailing throttle after entering the corner 
fand come round further with some braking. 
The Renault did all this quite as expected but 
only felt under complete control on slower, 
tighter, roads, To drive quickly down a narrow 
bur nearly straight plece of road required a 
deliberate damping, by the driver, of the car's 
natural movements. The gear ratios through 
Second, third and fourth were Ideal to keep 
Tots of power coming through between five and 
six and a half thousand revs and to keep the 
power on full as it accelerated between the 
hedges needed a mustering of self contro! to 
Tet the differential do most of the steering as 
it wanted to. Forget about the limited slip 

fects with full power on and it gave a good 
impression of a drunk returning home with 
his throttle stuck wide-open; elbows going 
twenty to the dozen and the front arches ¢rim- 
ming the hedgerows free for the local 
authority. Tight bends were more satisfying. 
only requiring turning into before putting on 
power at the right moment to be pulled round. 
A little late with power and the car would 
want to run wide requiring further backing 
off ‘or a bang on the brake pedal—not more 
power which, with the front slightly broken, 
would spin the outside wheel and send the 
car well off line. Although the right sort of 
fast corners were not found, during the time 
available, while trying the car on the rough 
it felt much easier to drive and traction on a 
‘wet and broken track was exceptionally good. 


Nothing worked loose, fell off or started 
making peculiar noises during the time with 
the car and though it often grounded quite 
hard on the loose it felt immensely strong. It 
isa car that would require a much longer 
‘acclimatisation period than, say an Escort or 
Avenger—the most likely choices of rally car 
fn this country but once mastered it should be 
fa highly entertaining and reliable club rally 
machine.

A Griffin is the symbol of strength 
and security and giving it more of this than 
any other helmet is the Graviner Life Support 
system that is built into the helmet. In 
simplest terms, this is the provision of air to 
a driver when’ all the available air is being 
consumed by fire following a crash, In 
air bottle not far from the driver in’ the car, 
is 14 minutes worth of medical air, which Is 
supplied through the driver's helmet to. his 
mouth and nose by means of a tube, This 
enters the side of the helmet and the tube 
then runs to the front of the mouth/jaw pro- 
tection bar of the helmet where it Is cha 
nelled towards the mouth and nose. The 
bottle is activated by a small lever mounted 
where the driver wants, 


Equally important as the actual bottle is 
that the visor should form a seal so that the 
air doesn't escape, anda polycarbon visor Is 
included in the price of around £36, Included 
in the price is an FPT glove that lines the 
helmet but also forms a Seal from inside the 
helmet to under the chin, excluding such un- 
wanted bits as rain, dirt and parts of other 
people's tyres. If’ one cannot afford the 
Graviner system, there is a plug which is 
inserted where the tube would normally e 
the helmet. Graviner envisage selling the 
bottle and tube for approximately a further 
£30, Gordon Spice are agents and distribu- 
tors of Griffin helmets.

FAVO’s extinguisher system 


During the past 18 months, the factory-pre- 
pared Ford Escorts have relied on a driver 
controlled fire extinguisher system that 
effectively covers the vital areas on many 
modern saloon cars, It basically consists of 
4 liquefied extinguishing gas and four diffuser 
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nozzles in the prone areas of the car, and a 
piping system to connect the two. Now Ford 
Advanced Vehicle Operations have developed 
‘and announced the system for sale to the 
public, and while the system has obviously 
been designed for the Escort, with a minimum 


of fuss, it can be adapted for other models 
if required. 


Operating the extinguisher is just a ques: 
tion of pulling a small release knob, which 
can be mounted on the facia or gear lever 
tunnel. This acts on a cable system to the 
5 kilo storage tank in the boot. This in tum 
is connected by small bore metal piping to a 
single outlet for cockpit and boot, while 
engine area is covered by two outlets. All 
four outlets have diffuser nozzles to allow a 
360 degree release pattern. 

The gas used is obviously of importance, 
since it must extinguish fire, but must not 
poison nor blind the occupants so that they 
Can't see to stop the car. Both of these quali- 
ties are met by Freon FE1301, the gas used by 
Ford to chemically interrupt the fire, The five 
kilo tank has enough gas to allow continuous 
discharge for approximately a minute, a period 
that has proved more than adequate in FAVO 
tests, while the whole system has met the 
FIA ‘International motor sport competition 
standards and has been well proven in saloon 
car racing. The gas also has the advantage 
of not leaving any sticky residue and is non- 

The FAVO fire extinguisher kit, code 
sumbered 9052293, may be ordered from 
Ford Rallye Sport Dealers and comes complete 
‘with tank, piping, nozzles, cable and securing 
clamps, It costs £62.50 plus 10 per cent VAT.
